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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Remarks filed are not convincing. Regarding 
the 112 rejection, the instant specification does not enabme the limitations in claims 14 and 20 concerning the production of waste heat 
during start-up. Applicants are directed to [0044] of the instant specification, which defines start-up as the time before the fuel cell 
produces power and heat. Further, in [0012] of the instant specification, it is stated that the SOFC, produces waste heat when producing 
power. As for the remarks concerning the art rejection, the examiner does not find the arguments convincing. On page 3 of the remarks, 
Applicants state that Nakayama et al. fail to teach or suggest the claimed invention. The examiner agrees, since Nakayama et al. is being 
used as part of an obviousness rejection. Applicants also argue that there is no suggestion to combine Nkayama et al. with Nomura et al. 
because Nakayama et al. do not teach "other sources of heat" (I.e. heat waste from a solid oxide fuel cell system) to heat the air for 
combustion" (p. 4 of Remarks filed 4/27/07). In claim 2 of the instant invention, the "heat waste" is defined as "heated air." Nakayama et 
al. teach the use of pre-heated air ([0014]). The examiner recognizes that the heated air is not heat waste from a fuel cell system, but 
since Nakayama et al. is being used in a 103 rejection, it does not need to teach all elements of the claims. Applicants argue that it is not 
taught that the combustor is used to provide power upon requst when the fuel cell is not operating. Nomura et al. teach the use the 
combustorduring start-up ([0057]-[0059] of Nomura et al.), so if the combustor-TPV of Nakayama et al. was used as the combustor of 
Nomura^ et al., the use of the combustor-TPV during start-up would produce power. 
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
